However, disagreeable as it 
maybe for Miss B. to appear upcn the wit- 
ness stand in this shocking case and give 
her version of the affair, nevertheless she 
will be compelled to do so, if her testi- 
mony is to be received at all. The last 
definite information received is that she 
is >?o low tliFt it is impossible for her to 
appear in court. Until she is much bet- 
ter or dies the examination of the accused 
must remain in abeyance.

Sunday's Deluge. 


During Sunday forenoon this region 


was visited by a welcome deluge of rain, 
which continued for about a half hour 
without interruption, soaking the parch- 
ed earth completely and filling the gut- 
ters and branches throughout the city, 
The fall was so heavy that the sewers 
could not carry oil the water, there being 
overflows in most of the streets. It was 
the first rain that has fallen in this sec- 
tion for a period of our weeks. It came 
up from the southwest and must have 
spread over the greater portion of the 
county. It will give the growing corn 
fresh life, and therefore gladdens the 
hearts of th.e thrifty farmers. Most of 
the oats in the county is yet standing. 
The rain has not affected it seriously. 


Brigade Encampment. 


We learn from the Springfield Monitor 


that for the first time, the Second brigade, 
state militia, have been ordered into camp 
by the governor, in compliance with the 
provisions of the military code. The men 
are each to receive {fl for each day of 
service (not to exceed 4 days) and mile- 
age and rations. Heretofore the encamp- 
ments have been voluntary, bnt this time 
it is business, and the strictest military 
discipline will be enforced. The time has 
not yet been fixed, but it will.probably be 
held from the 20th to the 2Cth of Septem- 
ber, in Springfield,

HAPPY NIANTIC. 


Big Jollification Over tly» Discovery of a 


Thick Vein ot Coal- 


The particulars of Niantic's big blow- 


out over the finding of a paying vein of 
excellent coal at the -Niantic shaft at a 
depth of 3C5 feet, have just been received 
Coal was struck Friday night last arid 
the vein, stripped of the shale, is just five 
feet two inches thick. It was natural for 
the people there to feel jubilant, and they 
gave vent to their joy on the public 
square in front of Niantic's new bank on 
Saturday evening. The demonstration 
began at 5 o'clock nud closed with a grand 
finale at 9 p. m. All business was sus- 
pended, and men, women and children 
flocked from all directions to hear the jn 
bilee speeches. Everybody having assem 
bled, Mr. J. P. Pan-is was chosen master 
of ceremonies, and he conducted Hon, 
Joab Wilkinson to the stand as the chief 
orator of the historical occasion: Joab 
was in splendid trim, and while present- 
ing a beautiful word picture of the future 
prosperity of Niantic as a leading coal 
and manufacturing centre, he also paid a 
glowing and deserved tribute to the char- 
acter and indomitable energy o! the late 
Hugh Mooney, who inaugurated the en- 
terprise which has proven so successful. 
Mr. Moouey undertook to sink the shaft 
on his own responsibility, receiving 88000 
in subscriptions from Niantic township 
citizens, who will be reimbursed in coal 
from the mine at $2 per ton. The mine 
belongs to the Hugh Mooney estate, and 
the heirs will receive the full ben- 
efits of the important discovery. Mr. 
Jesse Lockhart was the second speaker, 
and he was followed in turn by several 
enthusiastic citizens. Mr. Graham, the 
'superintendent of the shaft, also made a 
few remarks, returning thanks on be- 
half of the Mooney family for the flatter- 
ing demonstration. 


There was plenty of liquid refreshments 


on the square, free for all, and to preserve 
order Mr. John Wacker assumed the re- 
sponsible office of marshal of the day, and 
though he lost a part of his clothing in a 
little skirmish with parties who took that 
occasion to settle old grudges, he came 
out victorious amid the rapturous ap- 
plause of the assembled multitude. 


Among the visitors present from Deca- 


tur were Messrs. John McEvoy and Mich- 
ael McGinty. 


The new hotel was thrown open by 


John Allisfi and free entertainment ofl- 
ered all present. 


The work of sinking the "sump" or cis- 


tern, which will be 18 feet deep, will be

enrolled ninety-one. 
Champaign Nor- 


mal School has enrolled fifty-six mem- 
bers. The latter county has two hundred 
and forty schools.

The school treasurers of Macon county 


have made excellent reports this year con- 
sidering the many hindrances offered at 
the season of the year.for these reports. 
The law requiring them in the midst of 
harvest should be changed to require 
them in April. 


Hon. Chas. T. Stratton, nominee for 


state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, passed through Decatur last week. 
He will visit Macon county Institute and 
spend one day with us in noting our 
methods, ottering suggestions, speech- 
making, etc. 


The Hon. James P. SInde will also visit 


the Institute. 


Mr. John Woods, of El win, will teach 


plain and ornamental penmanship in the 
normal drill of »the Institute. 
Two 


classes will be formed in this branch; one 
will study the principles of penmanship, 
the other the rules and practice for orna- 
mental penmanship and lettering in rus- 
tic designs. 


Piatt and Champaign counties are to 


organize for graded work similar to that 
of Mncou county. 


Prof. J. N. Wilkinson is still afflicted 


with bilious fever, but hopes to be in the 
Institute. Eemember date of opening, 
August 7. 


Seventy-eight persons have enrolled for 


attendance at the Institute. Since the 
term is of two weeks duration instead of 
four, as iu the past, there ought to bo an 
attendance of at least one hundred and 
forty. 


The Annual for 1882-1883 is now ready 


It con- 
tains nearly all of the outline ot study 
for the institute and for the schools.

pils who were examined in 18K1 (at the 
central ^examinations) are entitled to 
copies.

The tuition for the full term will only 


be two dollars. Bear iu mind that three 
divisions in reading, grammar, etc., give 
you many advantages over former divis- 
ions. The sciences will have full time 
this year.

New York Ahead in the Number 
of Tornadoes. 


Hin'ili[ith'ltl UUir.sA) Re/juWii'OH. 


There haye been 000 tornadoes 


recorded in this country during the 
past 87 years, and of this number 
316 have appeared in eight of the 
middle and western 
states since 


1814. 
Kansas has had 62 in 21 


years, Illinois 54 since 185?! and 
New York fw since .1830. 
All storms 


of the kind move from west to east 
at from twelve to sixty miles an 
hour, and the average width of the 
path of destruction is 1,085 feet. 
The wind within the vortex some- 
times gets a velocity of 800 miles an 
hour, but the average is 292 miles. 
Tornadoes generally occur between 
S and fS o'clock p. in., but no hour 
in the day has boon entirely free from 
them. 
More come in June than in 


any other month, more iu April than 
in July, aud more in May and Sep- 
tember than ia August. 
The exact 


number of tornadoes last month is 
not known, and the total damage is 
only roughly estimated. There were 
probably about 150 persons killed in 
all, 
400 wounded and $5,000,000

search for the thief, and the sequel proves 
conclusively that he is indeed "a yaller 
good one'' as a detective and horse-thief 
tracer. He has expended considerable 
oath in the search, but he now has the 
satisfaction of recovering the stolen prop- 
erty, and will also have the pleasure of 
sending the fellow to the penitentiary for 
a long term of years.

OAPT. HARTS ACCEPTS. 


\Ve publish to-day tlie letter of 


Capt. D. H. Harth, of Lincoln, ac- 
cepting the nomination for congress 
on the prohibition ticket. Barring 
the glaring ruisstatementfe of the let- 
ter there is nothing in it to justify 
the project of a third party ruove- 
raeut, but, 
on the contrary, tlie ad- 


mission is made that the only issue 
is the question of prohibition "in 
this state"—an issue, by the way, 
with which the congress of the Uni- 
ted States has nothing whatever to 
do. 
If Capt. Harts' theory is to be 


carried out to its legitimate sequence, 
then the prohibitionists must of ne- 
cessity nominate candidates of their 
own for the legislature—the only 
body which has anything to do with 
the question at issue "in this state" 
—arid no thoughtful man will bo 
bold enough to allege that such a 
course of action would result in the 
election of a legislature) favorable to 
the submission of the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment, which is the 
only programme mapped out by the 
opponents of the liquor traffic. 
Po- 


litical parties will never coase to be 
what they have always been in the 
past—human agencies for the ac- 
complishment of certain purposes— 
and thoy will never cease to be gov- 
erned by the impulses that are natu- 
ral to immunity. 
One of these im- 


pulses is to strike back when at: 
tacked, and the most certain way for 
the prohibitionists to array against 
their cause the bulk of both political 
parties is to place themselves in an 
attitude of antagonism to those par- 
tioK. It may as well be conceded, 
for it is a fact, that the prohibition 
idea is not confined to either one of 
the political partien, but finds adhe- 
rents in both, and it is also a fact 
that there are thousands of its advo- 
cates in every state who are not yet 
ready to abandon their 
affiliation 


with the political organixiition which 
thoy have so long supported. Every 
sensible man must admit this, no 
matter what his sentiments may bo 
on the merits of tho question, and, 
this being true, Capt. Harts will find 
that he cannot inako very heavy in- 
roads upon tho old parties by saj 
as ho does in hi.i letter, that the 
Democrats are given over to beer and 
whisky and that the Kepublicans are 
a set of cowardly poltroons who are 
afraid to say that their souls are 
Ihoir own. That sort of warfare may 
in well enough for the opening of u 
campaign, but the trouble about it i^ 
that it furnishes ammunition that 
tho other sido will bu sure to fal 
back upon before tho light is over.

Tho reason is obvious; since 


the movement itself i-. based upon 
moral rather than 
political senti- 


ments, and appeal-^ alike to men of 
every 
s.hut"U> oE 
political 
belief. 


AYhim prohibition wa-i adopted in 
Maine* tho state wii* controlled by the 
Democratic party, and the banner 
Republican state of Iowa has but 
recently adopted a stringent prohibi 
tory policy, but neither state aban- 
doned its political bias by its action 
on this question. In North Carolina 
the Democrats submitted the ques- 
tion of prohibition, just as the Ke- 
publicans ui Indian;! propose to do, 
but neither party thought it neces- 
sary to abate one jot of its political 
activity on that account. 
There are 


districts in Illinois in which neither 
political party would dare to nomi- 
nate legislative candidate.-, pledged 
to oppose the question of submitting 
the proposed amendment, while there 
are others where a directly contrary 
state of affairs exists. 
But there is 


uot_t\ single district iu tlie state in 


vhich a third party candidate can 
be successful, in the present temper 
of tho people on political questions. 
The running of such a candidate 
would be siezed upon by one or the 
other party in order to make capital 
gainst its more powerful opponent, 
and would only tend to contribute to 
omebody's defeat, instead of the 
success of the prohibition cause. 
It 


requires but a small amount of polit- 
ical acumen to be able to see that 
such political action would certainly 
defeat the very object it was intend- 
ed to assist. 
Looking at the subject 


in this light it is difficult to see how 
;he movement supported by Capt. 
Harts can result otherwise than in 
ts own destruction.

Profit of Planting Walnut Trees. 


Inqtiiries have' been occasionally 


made by our subscribers in regard to 
the methods of growing walnut trees 
and the inducements for undertaking 
it. 
The evident indications of a fu- 


ture seal-city of timber in this coun- 
try have drawn.the attention of many 
persons to this subject, as affording 
possible opportunities for profitable 
outlay of time and labor, in a direc- 
tion which would once have been 
thought highly unpromising.' Some 
very interesting facts and figures 
bearing cm this matter, and'derived 
from actual experience, are given by 
a correspondent.of the Chicago "fyi- 
bune, who tells his story as follows: 


Mr. 0. B: Wilson, of Jacksonville, 


111., drove me out to his farm some 
time ago to see some black walnut 
trees. 
"These trees," he said, "were 


planted from the seed twenty years 
ago. I saw them planted.'' i meas- 
ured these trees and they were six- 
teen inches through. 
They would 


saw into timber a foot of clear black 
walnut boards, and then have the 
top, limbs and stump left. 
The 


stump itself would sell to-day for $5 
to be sawed into veneers. 
The 


boards would be worth §30. 
"What 


could you sell those trees for to tim- 
ber iii en as they stand ?" I asked, 
"I could sell them for 825 per tree, 
and ten years from now they will be 
worth $50."- From these facts I 
came to this conclusion: 'A black 
walnut tree will pay §1.25 per year 
for the first twenty years. 
A thous- 


and of them will pay $1,200 per year. 
Now every Illinois farmer has h'ad it. 
in his power to make more money oft' 
of a row of black walnut trees arouud 
his farm than he can make on his 
farm if sowed in wheat. 
How can 


he do it? 
This way: 'A farm of 


160 acres _wbnld be 10,500 feet in 
circumference. 
Now plant walnut 


trees four feet apart all around it, 
and you will have 2,760 trees which 
will be worth §25 apiece in twenty 
years. 
Again, a farmer can set all 


his sloughs, low places and all hog 
pastures in black walnuts. 
Two 


thousand handsome walnut trees 
growing ou e farm would be worth 
§50,000 in twenty years. 


Orange raising in Florida will not 


pay half so well as black walnut rais- 
ing in Illinois. "How should black 
walnut be planted?" I asked Mr. 
Bates, a nurseryman at Whitehall, 
111. 
"The easiest way," he said, "is 


to strike the ground with a common 
hammer in the fall, make a round 
hole two inches deep, and drop the 
walnut in. It will cover itself with 
leaves and dust. 
The debris over 


the kernel will be so light that the 
sprout will have no trouble in finding 
its way out." 
"What would you do 


after they come up in the spring?" 
"I'd go around and put a shovelful 
of sawdust, tanbark. grain chaff or 
straw around each sprout. This will 
keep,the roots clamp and 'kill the 
grass or weeds around the roots. A 
boy could plant .1,000 trees a day in 
this manner. 
I'd plant them twice 


as thick as I needed them and then 
thin them out."

Great Britain was just five times 
richer than the United States, and 
the pull ahead is very satisfactory. 


BOTH of the Illinois senators voted 


against the passage of the River and 
Habor bill, and Secretary of Wai- 
Lincoln recommended the president 
to veto' it 
These gentlemen have 


correctly interpreted the sentiment 
of the people of the state of Illinois, 
and are on the roll of- honor. 
Mr. 


Pound, of Wisconsin, who secured 
8200,000 for the "improvement" of 
the Wisconsin river, did so in the 
fac.e -of the statement of 'a reliable 
engineer that the only way ,to make 
that stream navigable was to- "ma- 
cadamize its bottom and lath and 
plaster its banks." There are other 
streams named which will have to be 
irrigated before they can ever be sub- 
jected to the macadamizing and plas-; 
tering process. —Bloomington Leader.

One of the prominent characteris- 


tic of the kings of the house of Bour- 
bon, who ruled over France from the 
beginning of the reign of Henry of 
Navarre, in 1589, down to the revo- 
lution in 1791, was a blind faith in 
the political doctrines of the past. 
This trait of the Bourbons became 
more conspicuous after the restora- 
tion of their family to power in 1814, 
immediately subsequent to the over- 
throw of the first Napoleon, when 
Louis XVIII. received the sceptre. 
Expelled soon afterward, this prince 
was restored in 1815, and reigned 
until his death in ]824. It was re- 
marked that he carried himself much 
as^if the great revolution had never 
existed. 
Whatever progress France 


made during his sovreignty toward 
recuperating her wasted energies and 
prosperity was accomplished without 
any real help from Louis. 
He was 


succeeded by his brother Charles X., 
a nrm believer in the divine right of 
tangs, who soon entered upon a re- 
actionary policy, intended to abolish 
all the rights and privileges of the 
people which had remained to them 
as traits of the revolution. Tramp- 
ling on the constitution, the kino- and 
his ministers, July 25, 1830. issued 
an edict interdicting the freedom of 
the preos, dissolved the chambers, 
which had jnat been elected, and pro- 
posed to rule by supreme preroga- 
tive. But the people rose in their 
might, forced him to abdicate, and 
placed Louis Phillipe, a scion of the 
dukes of Orleans, a younger and 
more liberal branch of the Bourbon 
line, ou the throne. Ho reigned un- 
til driven into exile by the revolution 
of IMS, since which time no Bour- 
bon has been suffered, to rule in 
France. 
The conceit, bigotry,' vin- 


uictiveness and despotic proclivities of 
this house gave rise to the remark 
that "the Bourbons learn uothino- 
find forget nothing." 
The course 


pursued by that large portion of the 
Democratic party in America, which, 
after the war of the rebellion had 
entered on its last stages, and even 
long after it was over, maintained 
that the emancipation proclamation, 
the financial policy of the govern- 
ment, the reconstruction laws, the 
constitutional amendments, and pret- 
ty much every act by which the 
Union had maintained and proposed 
to^ preserve its existence, was uncon- 
stitutional, were called Bourbons. 
Every man who at this time in this 
country's history declines to accept 
the issues of the war, as regards the 
doctrines of secession, state rights, 
the right of the negro to vote, "etc., 
as a finality, may be unmistakably 
classed as a Bourbon. 


No Cause for Alarm.

The Democratic press is continu- 


ally moaning about the excessive 
taxation to which the American peo- 
ple are subjected. It is frequently 
stated that no other nation ou earth 
would submit to such onerous bur- 
dens.

burdened, but the Democracy pay no 
attention to the truth. Our national 
taxation during the past year was at 
the rate of §7.50 per inhabitant; 
that of England $11.75, and that of 
France $15.75. The peace expendi- 
tures on debt, are $7.50 per inhabi- 
tant; those of France §11 per capi- 
ta, and that of tke United States 
b2.oO. 
Taxation, then, for ordinary- 


government expenses, is .only one- 
third of what it is in Great Britain,and 
less than one-fourth that of France. 


_ In 1859 'the rate of taxation was 
!*2._'o per capita. We had no war 
debt to provide for in those days, no 
crippled soldiers to pension, an'd 
none of the other expenses which 
grew out of the rebellion. 
Outside 


of these contingencies we are paying 
about twenty-live cents more'per 
capita thau we did before the war. 
The Republican party hus fostered 
several enterprises for'the welfare of 
the people which were not thought 
of then. Now the government lias 
a bureau for forecasting the weather, 
it guards against the spread of con- 
tagious diseases, looks after educa- 
tional interests, distributes new vari- 
ties of seeds to the farmers, takes 
measures to prevent the spread of 
cattle diseases, and is continually en- 
larging the sphere of its internal im- 
provements. 
No man with a thim- 


bleful of judgment can deny that 
the administration of public affairs 
by the Republican party has been 
othwise than.productive of good re- 
sults. 
To charge that the demands 


upon the people are driving them 
almost to the verge of revolution is 
absurd, and can influence only those 
unfortunate persons who depend 
upon radical Democratic papers for 
their sustenance, and never consult 
the public records.

Provided the stamp waa 
not obliterated, the soap did not lose 
any value as currency. Occasionally 
a man would borrow a cake fruui a- 
friend, wash his hands and return it 
with thnuks. I made use of mine 
more than once in my bath, und sub- 
sequently spent theni.
